S O M E T E X A S M I N E S . 


Many people seem to think thut a 
mine in worthless unless it Is a Rol l 
mine, or a silver mine or a copper 
mine. 
It remained for 
the present 
war to bring out the true value of 
many of the mineral deposit* iii our 
country where wealth was never sup­ 
posed to lie. 
The news that a rich vein of iron 
pyrites was discovered on the farm 
of ( apt. 
Tom Ross in Atascosa coun­ 
ty ordinarily would have excited little 
interest, especially among those who 
have found pyrites, or "fool's gold," 
a* it used to be called, while prospect­ 
ing for more valuable metals. 
Hut a vein of pyrites sufficiently 
thick to work 
this one la said to be 
twelve feet thick 
is 
a really 
valu­ 
able possession at present. 
For the 
apparently valueless pyrites 
contain 
sulphur in such large quantities thut 
they become a valuable 
basis 
from 
which to extract sulphuric acid. 
Jules Verne, 
who 
was 
a 
noted 
scientist as well as a novelist, once 
said that the civilization of a nation 
was distinguished by the amount of 
sulphuric acid it used. 
The acid is 
used in the refinement of sugar, in 
the making of many valuable chemic­ 
als and, at present, in making am m u­ 
nition and other explosives. 
In some of the zinc reducing plants 
the sulphur used to be a drawnback, 
as it cost much money to dispose of 
J I jgitkuut 
damaging 
neighboring 
properties. 
Hut finally a chemist dis-, 
covered a wfay to turn the sulphurous 
fumes into sulphuric acid, and some 
of the ores brought almost as mueh 
in that valuable by-product as they 
did in metal. 
There 
is an 
everincreasing 
de­ 
mand for sulphuric 
acid, 
and 
any 
thing which promises a new supply is 
valuable to the owner. 
The mine in 
Atascosa county, when fully develop­ 
ed, will probably bring in 
more 
iii 
actual net results than many a mine 
of the more valuable metals. 
And there are no doubt many more 
deposits of minerals 
in Texas 
that 
will pay richly for their development.
